a4 HY SEEK ye the living among the 
dead ? He is not here, but is risen.” 
How many of us seek the living 
among the dead—the faded hopes, the unfulfilled 
dreams, the lost yesterdays! Sometimes without 
our conscious realization of it, our thought, our 
faith, our interest are centered in the past. We 
go over and over the experiences of the past. We 
talk about other times, other places, other per- 
sons and lose our living hold on the present. 
Sometimes we think that if we could just go 
back we would be happy. But anyone who at- 
tempts to re-enter the past is sure to be disap- 
pointed. Anyone who has ever revisited the place 
of his birth after years of absence is shocked by 
the difference between the way the place actually 
is and the way he has remembered it. He may 
walk along the old familiar streets, but he is a 
stranger in a strange land. He has thought of 
this place as his home, but he finds that he is no 
longer here even in spirit. He has gone on into a 
new and different life and in thinking longingly 
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of the past he has been giving his thought and 
interest to something that no longer really exists. 

All persons do not carry pleasant memories of 
the past in their hearts—to some the past is an 
unwelcome intruder on present joys, bringing a 
continual reminder of the times they failed, of 
the persons and circumstances that disappointed 
them, of the unhappiness they experienced, of the 
injustices they suffered. They cannot disassociate 
themselves from past failures and disappoint- 
ments, even though they have long since risen 
above them, even though they themselves are far 
different now than they were in the past. 

Every time we come through an experience we 
gain something in the way of understanding, we 
grow and learn. Because we were once afraid, be. 
cause we were once immature in our approach to 
life, because we were once lacking in faith and 
courage is no reason we should continue to think 
of ourselves in this light today. 

The spirit in us that is God’s own Spirit con- 
tinually impels us to new heights, continually 
says to the self of us that would look to the past 
with either longing or regret, “He is not here, 
but is risen.” 

Sometimes we think of ourselves as being in 
bondage to some habit, to some person, or to 
some circumstance. We think of ourselves as be: 
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ing unable to free ourselves, we think of our- 
selves as weak, as lacking in will power, while 
all the time our freedom is close at hand. The 
beginning of freedom lies in a spiritual awaken- 
ing. Whenever we begin to think of ourselves as 
spiritual beings, whenever we begin to think of 
the Spirit of God in us as always present, as all- 
powerful, as stronger than any human weakness 
or bondage, we rise to a new place in conscious- 
ness, we go through a spiritual resurrection. 

Sometimes it is not we who are bound but we 
who try to bind others to us. Oftentimes we bind 
those we love in our thought about them, we keep 
them bound to the past; we remember them as 
they were rather than realizing that they, too, 
are growing, that they, too, are continually rising 
to a new place in consciousness. We bind those 
we love because we are not willing for them to 
change. 

Sometimes we are disappointed and hurt by 
our family and friends, because the close re- 
lationship we once enjoyed seems lost; we no 
longer have common interests, we no longer 
speak the same language. Love never changes, 
but we continually change and we must be willing 
to accept changes in ourselves and in others; we 
must be willing to go forward in faith, to es- 
tablish new bonds of love and friendship, to have 
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a new vision, a new understanding of the persons 
about us. We need to be willing to let go of old 
memories of other persons, we need to free them 
in our thought about them, to cease remembering 
and talking about: something they did or said 
years ago. Thus, shall we be able to see them as 
new persons, even as we ourselves feel that we 
are new persons. 

One of the most difficult things for parents to 
accept is the growth and change that takes place 
in their children. They dread seeing the children 
grow up and take their own place in life. But 
actually no parent wants his child to remain 
childish and dependent. When parents accept the 
changes that come in the development of their 
children, when they rejoice in all the ways that 
their children grow and unfold, even if it takes 
the children on paths that are opposite from their 
own, both they and the children are happier, and 
the bond between them remains strong through 
the years. 

Rather than saying with despair that the child 
seems changed, they say with thankfulness, “He 
is not here, but is risen.” They view the changes 
that take place in the child as good, as part of 
his growth and unfoldment; and, more important, 
they keep faith in God's Spirit in the child, the 
Spirit that “will neither slumber nor sleep,” that 
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will guide and guard him, that will continually 
lift him up in mind, soul, and body. 

True forgiveness rests on the idea that ‘He is 
not here, but is risen.’” As long as we think about 
the thing that needs to be forgiven, as long as we 
find it hard to forgive someone for the thing he 
did to hurt us or someone else, we are seeking 
the living among the dead. We shall not find 
forgiveness, peace of mind, or understanding in 
this way. But when we can lift up our thought, 
when we can say, “I forgive you,” to the person 
or the situation that has made us unhappy, when 
we are able to say with understanding and com- 
passion as did Jesus, “Father, forgive them; for 
they know not what they do,” then we shall lay 
hold of the living idea of love. We shall no longer 
have anything to forgive, for love will wipe out 
even the memory of the hurt. 

And love will help us to look on the person 
who has disappointed us or hurt us, and say 
with faith, “He is not here, but is risen.’ This 
is another way of saying, ‘I behold the Christ in 
you.” When we free the other person in our 
thought about him, when we affirm that he has 
an uplifting, resurrecting Spirit in him, we are 
making great progress in our own spiritual over- 
coming as well as helping to uplift him. Jesus 
pointed out this truth when He said, “And I, if I 
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be lifted up . . . will draw all men unto myself.” 
“Why seek ye the living among the dead? He 
is not here, but is risen.” We cannot find faith, 
hope, love, and understanding somewhere in the 
past. We cannot find them by dwelling on the 
happiness of the past any more than we can find 
them by dwelling on the unpleasant things of the 
past. There is a spirit in each of us that is God's 
own Spirit. It is a renewing, resurrecting spirit. 
Whenever we feel low in spirit or despair be- 
cause we cannot seem to meet the conditions in 
our lives happily and successfully, we need only 
to turn to Spirit in order to feel an uplift, we need 
only to trust this Spirit and we are able to turn to 
the present with new faith, we are able to let go 
of the past, we are able to say to the self of us that 
was bound or troubled in any way, “This is no 
longer true of me, I am not here, I am risen!”
